The Remains of the Late States- 
man Tenderly Consigfned 
to the Tomb. 


TONKBKS, Ñ . Y . . Aug. 7 . — T h e funer- 
y al of Mr. Tilden falls npon a cloudy and 
i| eheerlees day. 
The casket reached the 
èi house this n^oming. 
It is made in two 
J parts—the interior of copper, with 
glass door. Its entire length is decorated 
With white tufted satin. The outer part 
if made of red Spanish cedar and is 
j>lainly ornamented with oxidized silver. 
: Vhe plate is of that material and bears 
fidmply the name "Samuel J. Tilden" in 
•oript. The remains were placed in the 
oasket and brought down to the first 
floor at 830, when the general public 
were admitted to the manson. Thé first 
to arrive at the house were Gen. Alexan- 
der Hamilton, Oharles A. Dana, Ex-Sen- 
ator Wm. H. Barnnm, Sam'l J. Bandall, 
.Treasurer Jordon, Ex-Collector Murphy 
Ex-Assemblyman Morrow. Andrew 
Green reoeiyed all and ushered them 
the parlor. 
Tbe body of the de- 
was dressed in a suit¡of full dress, 
a white pink in the buttonhole. A 
^ t e tie surrounded the standing collar. 
The right h^d crossed over the breast 
and the head lay paitly onthe right side. 
The features, while showing some ema- 
ciation, did not suggest that the dead had 
ergone any extended, or considerable 
ysical suffering.

At 9:40 P^sident Cleveland reachcd 
the mansion^ He was accompanied by 
Secretary 0Ï War Endicott and Private 
Secretary Lamont. George W. Smith, 
Tilden's private secretary, took the pres- 
ident's arm and found a place in the line 
of citizens. Secretary^^udicott followed 
/ith Mr. Lamont. 
On reaching the

for a momeii t or two, took an earnest 
i^ork at the

\a to the hall and was escorted among 
his family up stairs. So also was Mr. En- 
dicott and Mr. Lamont. 


Ten minutes later, the pall bearers de- 
ided to the centre of the house thftfc 
idó directly to the room where the re- 
mains were. Secretary Manning, lean- 
ing npon the arm of Mr. John Biglow, 
led the betoen. 
He seemed feeble.

entered the room with Secretary Ei^ji^ 


Mass., conducted the funeral services 
and delivered a short address on the per- 
sonal qualities of the deceased. 
After 
this address, Hiss Antonio Henne sang 
'•OneSweetiy Solemn Thought," and 
Dr. Tucker made another brief speech. 
The choir sung "Beyond the Smiling 
and the Weeping," and the casket was 
closed. 


T h e b o d y was borne out to the hearse 
at 10:50 and carried to the train for New 
Lebanon. 
The president, governor 
mayor, cabinet officers and delegations 
followed with the pall bearers in twenty- 
five carriages. 


The president and his secretary. Gov- 
ernor Hill, Mayor Grace and the dele- 
gates followed in the carriages, but 
neither boarded the funeral train when 
the depot was reached. 
The members 
of the family, tbe Misses Tilden, Miss 
Gould, Mr. Charles MacLion, with their 
intimate friends, Rev. Dr. Tucker and 
several of the delegations entered the 
cars. The train left Yonkers at 11:15 
and ÍB due at New Lebanon, where the 
remains will be interred at 3:45.

MB. TILDEN'S SSTATB. 


Mr. Tilden's fortune has been esti- 
mated to be from $7,000.000 to $15,000.- 
000. From a good source it is learned 
that the estate is worth about $10,000,- 
000. It is understood that James C. 
Carter drew up a will for Mr. Tilden 
two years ago, which he executed. 
It 
has long been known that Mr. Tilden 
had intended to bequeath his beautiful 
city residence in Gramarcy Park, with 
its large and valuable collection of books, 
to the city, for use as a public library. 
On December 2. 1883, Mr. Tilden said, 
in an interview with a friend, that he 
had always intended to leave his books 
to the city for a public library, and he 
considered it titling to erect a handsome 
aud.aud bulistantial treasure house for 
the library gems. 
He concluded that 
the best place for the building would be 
on the site of his old Gramercy Park res- 
idence. Some time ago he bought the 
adjoining building and > erected a hand- 
some structure, admirably adapted for a 
library and literary institute. 


Under his will the Gramarcy Paik 
house and the large collection of books 
will be left in trust to the city for a pub- 
lic library. The vfelue of the books and 
engravings is at least $100,000. 
Alto- 
gether the property with its contents is 
worth $1,000,000. 


Mr. Tilden's property consisted chiefly 
of bonds and real estate and Northern 
Michigan mining stouku.

Hon. B. C. Bell Mentioned for 
Lieutenant Governor. 


Hon. B. C. Bell, of this city, has not 
signified his intention to be a candidate 
for lieutenant governor, but the press of 
the state has given him favorable men 
tion. The Indianapolis Journal corres- 
pondent tel^aphs from here that Mr. 
Bell will be a candidate. 


The Indianapolis Sentinel says : • 'The 
opinion of Attorney General Hord, pub« 
lished yesterday morning, was com- 
mented upon during the day, and there 
was considerable speculation regarding 
the choice of the convention for the va- 
cant lieutenant governorship, it being 
conceded that General Manson would re- 
sign at an early day. Several gentlemen 
were mentioned yesterday in connection 
with the nomination, though State Sen- 
ator Williard is the only avowed candi- 
date. 
Among others mentioned were 
Judge Downey, of Bising Sun; Judge 
J. C. Bobinson, of Indianapolis, Hon. 
DeForest Skinoer, of Yalparaiso, and 
Hon. Bobert C. Bell, of Fort Wayne. 
Ex-State Senator Menzies is also spoken 
of in connection with the lieutenant 
governorship, and a strong effort will be 
made to secure his nomination." 


The Decatur Democrat says: "There 
Ì3 strong talk of the nomination of Hon. 
B. C. Bell, of Fort Wayne, as a candi- 
date for lieutenant governor on the dem- 
ocratic ticket at the state convention, or 
before the November election. 
Itistrtie 
that this is not the regular year for the 
nomination and election of a lieutenant 
governor, as that ofScer is elected and 
holds his office the same as governor, 
but in <\ÌB case Gen. Manson, who was 
elected on the ticket with Governor 
Gray, has been appointed by President 
Cleveland to the office of internal reve- 
nue collector for the Indianapolis dis- 
trict and in case he accepts the appoint- 
ment, which he undoubtedly will do, the 
office of lieutenant governor will become 
vacant. There will be two years yet to 
serve and we know of no man in the 
state better qualified for the position 
than Mr. Bell. He is well qualified in 
every respect, not only for that position, 
but for any other in the gift of the peo- 
ple."

sign the resolution becaose he did not 
want to be bound by its limitations."
